And the Klan had 
It first. When Hitler wns on Inalgniricant 
bcer-hal! polltlelan fresh out ot prison, the 
Klan had ^ slr.inclc hold on hall a do^cn 
fitate governments, more Uinn S.linil.noo mem- 
bers. 

Thn Klati's .symploms were rilhtrcsslnR 
cnnuRh 20 years ago, biil they appear loday 
as ft narrow escape. Tnkc n conipnriillve look. 
The Klan, like the naul party, wns bulll on n 
theory nf rarlal siipremney. It wns antl-Sc- 
mlllc. antl-NeRro. itnll-foielBiier. nntl-Cath- 
ollc. Like Ihe nai;i party, H vn^ so ridiculous 
as lo be laiiRhed nl by thJnklnR people ai 
first. 

But ILs uniforms and drillliit!, \fs seerocy. 
ll.-i mumbo-lumbo of wl^urri.i. drnRoiis. itina- 
gle,^ and klanvooallnn.s hrouRhl a feellns of 
Importance to a certain lype of mind. Its 
propajjanda line absolved memhers of the 
necessity of thliikhiR nm\ of a .'ipn.se of Indi- 
vidual rcsponslbllliy. Il.s nnil-nilnorlly phil- 
osophy offered an attractive nji^nrtmoriL ol 
scapegoats on which lo blame rtll failure and 
futility. 

The Kiiin had no fnuiitleal hypnotist like 
Hitler for a national lender. It had no propa- 
Bttndi&t like Gocbbels. U dUltVl even hiivO. a 
"bnniinf; cau.se." Ainorlen khs not defeated 
and coiUiisod, JIke Oermnny, but wns onjoy- 
Ing Inflated prosperity. 

What the Klan might have done In a ie.^'- 
complaccni. period Is not pleasnni lo ctmlem 
plate. As It was. it did pretty well nccordinK 
to nnzl standards. There were plenty of in 
stances ot Intimidation and bnitnllty before 
the Invisible empire crumbled. InrRCly be- 
cause Ihe corruption ot Its leaders linally 
exceeded their ability to conceal It, 

The point of all this is that klanlsm. fa.'JC- 
Jsm, and nazism were pastwar maladies. Wc 
can scarcely hope that the end ol the present 
IlghtlnR will find their viruses destroyed. 
There arc too many slftns to the contrary. 
But we can be vigilant against the danRor of 
pent-up grudges taking n kinnlsli form 
they arc released. 

America, after fightlnfi a .second wa; 
freedom and democracy, can't afford another 
Ku Klux Klan.
